LAW AGAIN 
IN COURTS 


FRANKLIN IS 
SAID TO BE 
HELD AS SPY 


MONROVIA IS HAVING SAME 
AGITATION AS SIERRA 
MADRE OVER NEW LI¬ 
CENSE ORDINANCE 


Billie Franklin, formerly a resi¬ 
lient. of Sierra Madre, is reported to 
be held captive in Mexico. Little in¬ 
formation is obtainable but such de¬ 
tails as are known were commuid¬ 
eated in a note which he was able to 
get across the border and have de¬ 
spatched to Miss Grace Gould of 
Sierra Madre. He wrote that he was 
held as a spy and asked that the 
proper authorities be notified and ef¬ 
forts made to secure his release. 

How Franklin came to be mixed 
in any Mexican affairs is a mystery 
to his Sierra Madre acquaintances. 
Since leaving his job in the Sierra 
Madre garage some months ago he 
has been in Los Angeles and Imperial 
Valley. Recently he sent his watch 
and other jewelry to the Goulds for 
safe keeping, saying he was going 
over the line, but in what capacity 
is not known. 

None of his friends here credited 
him with any inclination to get 
mixed up with any of the warring 
factions in Mexico. It has been sug¬ 
gested that he was employed to go 
over the line on some private busi¬ 
ness mission. It is so easy to arouse 
the suspicion or hostility of the Mex¬ 
icans that his detention was possibly 
not the result of military activity of 
any kind. 

Franklin has been an acquaintance 
of the Steinberger family since boy¬ 
hood and lived with them when work¬ 
ing in the garage. L. E. Steinberger 
has announced his intention of in¬ 
vestigating the ease and endeavoring 
to interest the U. S. authorities if 
I hat seems advisable. 


Attacking the validity of Sierra 
Madre city ordinance No. 201, relat¬ 
ing to the keeping of animals for 
hire, John Lloyd has brought suit in 
the superior court to have the ordi¬ 
nance set aside. Judge Shenk grant¬ 
ed on Monday a temporary restrain¬ 
ing order preventing enforcement of 
the ordinance pending a final deci¬ 
sion. 

Final hearing of the ease was set 
for Friday, August 27. Judge Leslie 
R. Hewitt will hear the ease. 

Mr. I toy d is the owner of one of 
the burro corrals on Mountain Trail 
avenue and has saddle and pack ani¬ 
mals for hire. He is repsreented by 
the law firm of Rose it Scoville. They 
allege that the ordinance is invalid in 
that it exceeds the powers of the 
city trustees in establishing police 
regulations. It would put out of 
business the burro corrals now oper¬ 
ating on Mountain Trail avenue lie- 
low Alegria. 

The bringing of the injunction suit 
was not unexpected, as it had been 
freely stated when the ordinance was 
under consideration that it would he 
fought either in the courts or by 
referendum proceedings. The ordi¬ 
nance was passed in June and pub¬ 
lished on July 2, going into effect on 
August 1. 

In Ferbruary Mr. Boyd was suc¬ 
cessful in having the court set aside 
Ordinance No. 144, the old burro 
ordinance. Thai measure made the 
operation of corrals subject to the 
consent of neighboring property 
owners. In that case Judge Shenk 
held that provision was an undue 
delegation of power by the city trus¬ 
tees and the ordinance was therefore; 
invalid. 

Ordinance No. 201, which is now 
attacked, prohibits Hit' keeping of 
animals for hire in the "residence 
district” which is made to include 
practieully all of Sierra Madre ex¬ 
cept an area defined as the “business 
district”, extending along both sides 
of Central avenue between Mountain 
1 rail and Lima. Here the opera¬ 
tion of corrals is made subject to 
permits to he granted by the hoard 
of trustees. 


Monrovia merchants and city of¬ 
ficials have been trying for some 
time to get. together on an equitable 
license ordinance, and they are fac¬ 
ing the same I ron Ides which con¬ 
front Sierra Madre merchants and 
officials. They want an ordinance 
which will provide some revenue 
without being burdensome, and at 
the same time provide a measure of 
protection against outside concerns 
which cut into local business hut 
pay no taxes and contribute noth¬ 
ing to tlie city’s expenses. The Mon¬ 
rovia Messenger says the chamber 
of commerce and city officials have 
practically agreed upon the terms of 
a new measure which it describes as 
f ollows: 

In the first place, Ihe license fees 
will not he increased over what they 
are now, with the exception of a few 
case:. In general, tin fee will re¬ 
main ip 1 « month, wi'h Ihe require¬ 
ment, however, that Ibis he paid in 
advance foi the • ?itire year. Thus, 
a iiici chant, will par if 12 at once, in¬ 
stead of $ 1 monthly This, it is be¬ 
lieved, will sow e to prevent “ped¬ 
dlers” and iransn i't merchants from 
coming in, reMC'irur; a day and move- 
ing on to some other place. Few will 
lie willing to part with $12 for a 
privilege of spending a few hours 
here soliciting trade. 

In the ease of plumbing end elec -1 
l.i ieul contractors, the fee probably 
will he mad*' $25, to prevent outside 
firms from running in for a day or 
week, an I moving on. Under ' e pres 
i-nl arrangement they will have to

The Wisconsin is one of the three 
battleships on which the 801) middies 
from Annapolis are taking their prac¬ 
tice cruise. The middies were at 
hand to escort the visitors over the 
ship and explain that the middies 
were not proud of her as a fighting 
ship. All the guns are out of date 
and while the engines are perfectly 
good they lack power to make the 
necessary speed. The middies can tell 
you all about it and grieves them to 
have to apologize for Uncle Sum's 
lighting equipment. 


Some of the most famous and valu¬ 
able horses in the country were ship¬ 
ped this week from Santa Anita ran¬ 
cho to the San Francisco exposition 
for entry in t.he great horse show 
which opens September .'10.

These horses are expected by their 
owner, Anita M. Baldwin, to bring 
home many honors in the great com¬ 
petition with horses from many part 
of the world. At the Santa Anita 
stables they are nursed and pam¬ 
pered and have more attentions show¬ 
ered upon them than fall to the lot 
of most children. They are sent to 
the exposition six weeks in advance 
so that they may recover from the 
effects of travel, become accustomed 
to their new environment and cli¬ 
mate and be in top condition when 
the competition opens. 

Among the horses in the present 
shipment were Rey El Santa Anita, 
winner of the American Derby away 
hack in the early nineties; Adalid. 
Norito, Reine de Los Angeles and 
her filly Reine de Santa Anita; 
Arabs- Mahruss Ciliolo, Ncdjrez, 
N'ejdme and Shireen. Percherons— 
Jusque, known as the king of draft 
horses; Marcotte, Mnnccllc and Mi¬ 
nerva.

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 
Precautions of the simplest kind would eliminate most of the loss 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
fires in the reserves List season. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

* 2. Knock out your pipe ashe3 or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 

arette stump where there is nothin j to catch fire. 

3. Don’t build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don’t build a camp fire aga inst a tree or a log. Build a small 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can’t put it 
out, get word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.

An unusual number of complaints 
have been received tills year by the 
department of agriculture from per¬ 
sons who say that ants are injuring 
llicir lawns and gardens. As a matter 
of fact, these ants do liiLle harm, und 
the injury that is attributed to them 
is usually caused by something else, 
in large numbers, however, the small 
tonical nests which they build on lawns 
are somewhat uusi„htTy and on this 
account it may be desirable in some 
eases to destroy them. 

Where there is only a small area to 
be covered I lie simplest method is to 
drench the nests with boiling water. 
Another simple remedy is to spray the 
lawn with kerosene emulsion or with 
a very strong soup wash prepared by 
dissolving any common laundry soap

But l»*>tU English and American will 
agree that bacon can be made or mar 
red in the cooking, and it is rather 
odd that in most households haeoti is 
served hi one or at most two ways. 
The other ways in w hich il can he de 
lletnusly cooked, each bringing out 
some new llavor, are Ignored.

For instance, corn friltcs 
file I in bacon fat and garnished with

But most American tastes prefer 
broiled bacon to any other sort. It 
must be broiled over or under a flame 
not too hot. mid il must he broiled to 
just the proper slate of crispness, so 
that il is flaky and golden brown 
streaked with lender lean. Inti not 
charred at tin- edges and not so dry 
that It breaks the moment the fori, 
touches it

WAR FARMING, 


Women Work In Fields In the British 
Isle*. 

The shortage of farm labor in Eng¬ 
land is causing Increasing unrest in ag 
ricultural circles. 

In some cases tin- scarcity of farm 
hands is not so serious as the lin k of 
horses. The lack of male labor is be 
lug tilled so far us possible by the use 
of female and chiuj labor. 

In the dairy and in the care of small 
stock il is likely that male labor will lu> 
almost entirely <iis|>eiised with. Much 
of the lighter Held work also is being 
done hy women, and in the market gar 
di ning districts they may lie seen in 
large iiuniliers at sui II tasks ns weed 
ing and setting plants, i in some of the 
Manlier holdings they have even under¬ 
take n the* rougher work of plowing and 
cultivating. 

Some of the agricultural colleges 
have organized short courses of in 
struetli.n for women who are willing to 
euter farm work. The course of in 
sti'iieiion includes milking, dairy work, 
live stock, poultry, preparation of land, 
use of tools, planting and cultivation. 
The i ourcc reviews eight hours’ work 
dully for fourteen days.

us out of war.” In reply to a ques- 1 
tion as to the result of German pre- J 
paredness, he says: “Germany had 
too much.” Neither he nor anybody | 
else has ever discovered just the point J 
where enough becomes too much.

| easy to keep through the winter. 

Cabbage seed for the late crop may 
he sown any time In July, sowing in 
a rather moist unit shady place. By 
mixing some sand with the soil In 
dined to ht* heavy the young plants 
will come out of the soil hi a better 
shape for transplanting. The crop 
may lie planted In the truck patch 
where an early crop of beans or peas 
lias been growing. Keplow the ground 
before planting and fertilize well with 
decomposed cow or other stable mu - 
nure. Work the soil down with a har¬ 
row and disk to n very Hue and firm 
seed bed. Have the rows from three 
to four feet apart to ndnill of cultiva¬ 
tion with horse tools As soon ns a 
rain comes after the soil has been pre¬ 
pared set the young plants In rows 
about two feet apart, watering for the 
first two or three days, or until the 
roots begin to take hold of the new 
(toll. Begin cultivation almost as soon 
n» the crop Is set out and continue 
during the growing period.
